Practically all the salmon fishing 
in Canada is reached. by the Inter- 
colonial Railway.' The Restigouche, 
with its tributarias the Metapedia, 
Cuausapsca] and Upsalquitch, are the 
nearest to Montreal. The 1.C.R. fol- 
lowa the Metupedia for. almost 50 
miles, to where it empties inta the 
Rest igouche at Metapedia Stution. 8 
miles above tidewater, The Causaps- 
cal joing the Metapedia 35 miles 
above Motupedia Station. 

The Causapscal' is owned entirely 
by. the Restigouche Club, who also 
contrel most of the Metapedia, and.a 
good deal.of- the Restigouche. 

The Upsalytiteh has been reserved 
by the New Brunswick Government, 
and is Iéased at $2 per day per rod. 
There is: a great deal of good water, 
and a dozen or mora fishermen would 
not be ih each other's way. Fishing 
in the Hestigouche and Pfetapedia is 
good fram May until August, the Up- 
salquitch ia at its best in July. The 
salmon ‘in each river are entirely dis- 
tinct and can be told at a glance by 
the yuides; those jin the Upsalquitch 
are a trifle smaflér than :the others. 

Campbellton, N.B., at the mouth
